air ship's military value—will soon take 
place. 


The test will consist of an attempt 


to leave Paris and enter one of the 
French frontier towns, Nancy or Bel- 
fort, the same day by air ship. Natu- 
rally the entire journey will not be 
made in the balloon. • 


M, Santos-Dumont's idea for this in- 


teresting experiment is to take a train 
from Paris in the early morning with 
his balloon, tubes of hydrogen gas to 
fill it and all the machinery and instru- 
ments in a special wagon. 


At some station a short distance 


from, say, Nancy the wagon will be 
unhooked from the train and a score 
or so of soldiers and accoiaparyl:1.^ of- 
ficers, representing the ministry of war, 
will unload the balloon and its appli- 
ances and transport it to the nearest 
available open space, where, under M. 
Santos-Dumont's directions, the balloon 
will be" inflated and prepared for the 
ascent. 


M. Santos-Df&nont estimates that 


within two hours of the time of leaving 
the train everything will be ready, and 
he will then make an attempt to fly 
over the town that may be selected for 
the experiment. 


The visit of Lieutenant Colonel Bour- 


geaux and Major Hirschbauer the other 
day to M. Santos-Dumont's balloon 
shed, when the details of the foregoing 
military aeronautical maneuver were 
discussed, was one of the consequences 
of a letter written by M. Santos-Du- 
mont to General Andre after the re- 
view of July 14. 


In this letter, after referring to the 


sympathetic reception given him and 
his air ship upon their appearance over 
the review ground at L.ongchamps, M. 
Santos-Dumont offered his air ships and 
his services to France in the event of 
war with any country other than the 
republics of North and South America, 
loyally adding that in the very improb- 
able case of war between France and 
Brazil he should put himself at the 
disposal of his native country. 


In reply to the letter of M. Santos- 


Dumont the French minister of war 
wrote that In tbe course of the review 
of July T4 he had noticed and admired 
the ease and certainty with which the 
balloon Was maneuvered under the 
aeronaut's direction. 


General Andre also said that he 


would be very happy to accept the offer 
which Santos-Dumont has made to pu 
his aerial flotilla at the disposal of the 
government of the French republic.

"Up to two years ago I was deeply 
nterested in X rays. I used a fluoro- 
cope which I invented, a pyramidal 
jox with one open end, the smaller, 
and a larger closed end, the covering 
jeing a chemical sheet against which 
the object to be examined is placed, the 
rays being focused upon it. I was 
making experiments in a dark room 
:hat I had constructed in one end of 
he laboratory. I was looking for an 
mproved crystal, apd there were daily 
•esults that fascinated me and kept my 
ye glued to the fluoroscope virtually 
all the time. 


I used my left eye, and one day 


when I came out of- the dark room and 
closed my right eye for a moment ev- 
erything looked double. I hastened to 
an oculist, who said that my eye was 
something over a^"foot" out of focus. 
It is still imperfect .and.I do not think 
that it will ever be entirely well. 


"When I noticed ttfe effect upon my 


eye I cautioned Dally t I told him that 
:here TV as danger in the continuous use 
of the tubes, but he persisted because 
ic was so enthusiastic upon the sub- 
ject. The only thing that saved my 
eyesight was that I used a very weak 
tube, while Dally insisted in using the 
most powerful one he could find. 


"The box of the fluoroscope only par- 


tially covered his face, so that the light 
fell upon his hair and made it fall out— 
that is, what was left of it after expos- 
ing his head to the light in a reckless 
way to illustrate its power. Parts of his 
hand and arm were also exposed to the 
action of the light.
